Carrabelle Swept Away,
and Mclntyre & Curtis

Mill Demolished.

13 VESSELS ASHORE.

Visitors at Coast Resorts Suffer
Severe Hardships from

the Tempest.
Tallahassee, Fla., Aug. 3..The first train

since Monday from Garrabelle, through the
storm stricken Gulf section, reached here
this afternoon. The train crew and passengersreport that Carraibelle is literally
wiped from the map.
Her decks and wharves, containing about

400,000 feet of lumber and 50,000 barrels
of rosin, were swept away. Thirteen of
the fourteen large lumber vessels in the bay
were blown ashore and are now lying well
up on dry land. These vessels contained
many million feet of timber. Their names
cannot be ascertained. No information is
yet obtainable from the large fleet of fishingboats in the neighborhood.
Only two or three huts are left standing

dn Carrabelle, and one colored woman is
reported to be killed by the falling of a
house. Citizens of the town are flocking
in every direction for relief. The place is
isolated and the wires are all down.
The towns of Mclntyre and Curtis Mill

were demolished, and much property was
destroyed. The coast resorts. St. Teresa
'and Lanard, are more seriously wrecked
than at first reported, and visitors have
suffered hardships, although no loss of life
Is yet known.
Fifteen men seen to have been fishing

on an islet called Dog Island just before
the storm broke cannot be found.

Gurley has had trouble with one of his
sons, who has beaten his father several
times, and this has caused the bid man
much mental trouble. When Mr. Curley
left home he had quite a large sum of
money on his person, and it is now believed
that he was waylaid by tramps, murdered
and robbed, and that they disposed of the
body.

Magistrate Who Treated Valentine KindlyScores Prosecutor Voorhees for
Severity Toward Policy Men.

were brought before Judge Strong for sentenceyesterday, the Judge having previouslyacquired fame by his leniency toward
Valentine, defaulting cashier of the MiddlesexCounty Bank.
"Your Honor," said Prosecutor Voorhees,

"if we wish to break up lawlessness in this
county, these men must be severely punished.A fine means nothing, for they can
readily obtain the money."
Judge Strong demurred sharply, scoring

the Prosecutor for making such a demand.
"We are all fallible," he remarked. "The

Spanish and Louisianian idea of justice
can't obtain in this court."
Williams was then fined $300 and costs,

Her object in coming to the United States

now is to purchase school supplies and text
books and engage more teachers. She will
return to Ponce as soon as possible.
Miss Holiobaugh is apparently about

thirty years old. She is an attractive
woman, very enthusiastic over the school.
Her home is in Wheeling, W. Va., and be-

foregoing,to Porto Rico she was for many
years a teacher in the Normal School at
Lexington, Ky.
Expenses Paid by (Municipality.
"Our position In Pbnce," said Miss Ho'lobaughto a Journal reporter yesterday, "is

unique. While we are, of course, under the
supervision of the United States Govern- ~i
ment, all the expenses of the schools are
paid for by the municipality, which makes
the people take much more interest in our
work than if we were paid with American /
money. '

"The free public school is the one thing
in the American system which Porto Ricans
most admire. To imitate it and have their
children educated as Americans are is one
of their highest ambitions. Our schoo1 Is
in the building that was once occupied as
barracks by the Kentucky Volunteers. It
is a long, low, one-story structure, but
very well adapted for school purposes. E
"Its capacity is about 300 children. We p

have that many In attendance now, with
applications from 1,000 more, for whom we e

have absolutely no room. a
"We have six grades just as perfectly C]

systematized and arranged as any in the
United States. The people of Ponce treat
the teachers with the utmost consideration 11
and respect. They take care that we have 0
comfortable quarters to live in and do all
they can to make us comfortable. ji
